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QUESTIONS  OF  THE  HOUR. 


WHAT  ARE  THE  CONDITIONS 
NECESSARY  FOR  RECEIVING 
THE  SPIRIT?* 

David  W.  Park,  New  York. 

“Have  ye  received  the  Holy  Ghost  since 
ye  believed?”  These  are  words  which 
might  be  addressed  as  pertinently  to  us  as 
they  were  to  the  Ephesians  long  ago,  and 
they  embody  a question  worthy  of  our 
serious  consideration.  The  Spirit  indeed 
has  been  promised  to  all  believers,  but 
whether  He  is  ours  actually  as  well  as 
potentially  is  a matter  in  regard  to  which 
we  may  be  easily  mistaken  or  even  self- 
deceived.  We  should,  therefore,  examine 
ourselves  to  see  whether  we  have  the  Spirit 
and  show  His  fruit.  Are  we  led  by  the 
Spirit?  Do  we  walk  in  the  Spirit?  Have 
we  submitted  ourselves  to  the  government 
of  the  Spirit?  And  indeed  as  we  look 
around  us  over  the  Church  at  large,  it 
does  seem  as  if  the  Holy  Ghost  were  not 
present  among  us,  at  least  not  in  that 
measure  and  power  in  which  He  is  prom- 
ised and  it  is  designed  we  should  possess 
Him.  Christ  said  in  reference  to  the 
Spirit  that  He  would  be  “in  us  a well  of 
water,  springing  up  to  everlasting  life,” 
but  we  seem  to  have  barely  enough  of  that

vivifying  stream  to  prevent  us  from  sink- 
ing by  the  wayside  and  perishing  with 
thirst.  And  if  this  is  our  spiritual  con- 
dition, the  fault  rests  with  us,  with  us 
alone.  God  is  faithful  to  His  promise — 
the  Spirit  is  yet  striving  with  the  hearts 
of  men;  but  it  may  well  be  that  we  have 
not  complied  with  the  conditions  neces- 
sary in  order  that  we  may  receive  the 
Holy  Ghost. 

For,  although  only  God  can  give  the 
Spirit,  and  He  bestows  that  precious  boon 
freely,  “without  money  and  without 
price,”  and  while  we  are  to  beware  lest  we 
fall  into  the  error  of  Simon  Magus,  and 
suppose  that  the  Holy  Ghost  is  purchas- 
able, either  as  the  sorcerer  thought,  with 
money,  or  as  we  are  apt  to  vainly  imagine, 
by  any  excess  of  zeal  or  multitude  of  good 
works  on  our  part,  there  are  certain  con- 
ditions which  must  be  found  in  us  ere  we 
can  accept  this  gift,  or,  rather,  we  must 
be  in  a fit  state  of  mind  to  appreciate  its 
intrinsic  value,  and  to  appropriate  it  as 
our  own  with  eagerness. 

In  the  first  place,  we  must  feel  our 
need  of  the  Holy  Ghost.  The  Spirit  of 
God  cometh  into  no  heart  in  which  He  is 
in  any  sense  an  unwelcome  guest.  We 
must  be  conscious  of  our  own  weakness, 
our  utter  inability  to  cope  with  the  forces 
of  evil  within  ourselves,  much  less  boldly 
to  attack  the  powers  of  darkness  where 
Satan’s  seat  is.  We  must  realize  that  we 
require  some  potent  force,  some  Divine 
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influence,  such  as  only  the  Spirit  can  sup- 
ply, to  work  in  and  through  us,  and  that, 
so  equipped,  so  re-enforced,  we  can  and  . 
will  gain  the  victory  over  all  our  spiritual 
enemies.  And  if  we  have  this  desire  we 
must  express  it  in  prayer  to  God.  “If  ye, 
being  evil,  know  how  to  give  good  gifts 
unto  your  children,  how  much  more  will 
your  Heavenly  Father  give  the  Holy 
Spirit  to  them  that  ask  Him?”  For  this, 
as  for  all  other  spiritual  blessings,  the 
Divine  rule  is:  “Yet,  for  all  this,  will  I 
be  enquired  of  by  the  house  of  Israel  to 
do  it  for  them.”  And  if  we  have  a proper 
and  intense  yearning  for  the  coming  of 
the  Spirit  into  our  hearts  and  lives,  it  will 
inevitably  drive  us  to  the  “throne  of  the 
heavenly  grace,”  there  pleading  His  prom- 
ise that  cannot  fail  to  present  our  suppli- 
cation to  the  “Giver  of  every  good  and 
every  perfect  gift.” 

Moreover,  we  must  have  Faith.  If,  as 

James  tells  us,  faith  is  essential  to  the 
answering  of  any  prayer,  and  he  that 
wavereth  need  expect  nothing  from  the 
Lord,  it  must  assuredly  be  found  in  us 
when  we  ask  for  the  Spirit.  Paul  puts 
the  question  to  his  Galatian  converts: 
“Received  ye  the  Spirit  of  God  by  the 
works  of  the  law,  or  by  the  hearing  of 
faith?”  Unquestionably  the  latter  is  the 
true  mode.  It  requires  the  eye  of  faith  to 
pierce  the  mystery  and  mysticism  that  veil 
the  Paraclete  to  see  in  Him  an  integral 
part  of  the  Godhead,  coequal  and  co- 
eternal with  the  Father  and  with  the  Son, 
and  to  recognize  that  the  doctrine  of  His 
indwelling  in  the  hearts  of  believers  is  no 
mere  theological  conception  or  theory, 
vague  and  abstruse,  but  a living  and  com- 
forting truth,  an  experience  which  should 
be  normal  to  us  all.  “The  natural  man 
receiveth  not  the  Spirit  of  God.” 

Again,  if  we  would  receive  the  Holy 
Ghost,  we  must  be  at  unity  among  our- 
selves. The  first  and  greatest  outpouring 


of  the  Spirit  on -the  day  of  Pentecost  was 
to  a company  assembled  “with  one  accord 
in  one  place.”  During  Christ’s  earthly 
ministry  we  often  read  of  bickerings  and 
disputes  among  His  followers;  strivings 
for  earthly  pre-eminence,  and  even  for  the 
seats  of  honor  at  His  second  coming,  ex- 
isted and  marred  the  harmony  of  that  lit- 
tle band  of  disciples.  But  then  all  was 
changed,  all  personal  ambitions  and 
jealousies,  all  contentions  and  wranglings 
had  disappeared,  submerged  in  the  one 
longing  for  the  coming  of  the-  promised 
Comforter.  And  so  must  it  be  with  us. 
As  long  as  our  motives  for  entering  upon 
Christian  service  are  actuated  or  tainted 
by  self-seeking  or  self-aggrandizement,  as 
long  as  factional  feuds  and  party  rivalries 
exist  among  us  and  rend  the  mystical 
body  of  Christ,  as  long  as  we  allow  per- 
sonal preferences  and  prejudices  to  sway 
us  unduly  for  or  against  our  brethren,  so 
long  will  the  Spirit  be  withheld  from  us, 
and  we,  lacking  Him,  be  faint  and  weak  ; 
but  when  we  engage  in  religious  work 
solely  that  we  may  honor  and  obey  the 
Master,  when  peace  and  quietness  pre- 
vail within  the  walls  of  Zion,  when,  in 
fine,  we  fulfill  the  new  commandment 
given  us  that  we  love  one  another,  then, 
and  only  then,  will  He  be  poured  out 
upon  us  in  measure  full  and  running 
over.  It  is  not  necessary  that  we  should 
in  all  things  see  eye  to  eye,  or  that  we 
should  have  organic  and  visible  union, 
but  it  is  necessary  that  the  Church  of 
Christ  should  recognize  her  essential  one- 
ness in  all  things  pertaining  to  the  ad- 
vancement of  the  dominion  of  Him  Who 
is  her  only  King  and  Head,  and  that  be- 
lievers should,  while  retaining  the  right 
of  personal  opinion  and  private  interpre- 
tation, concede  the  same  liberty  to  others 
without  impugning  either  the  character 
or  intelligence  of  those  who  differ  in  doc- 
trine. It  is  only  when  brethren  dwell  to- 
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gether  in  unity  that  the  Lord  commands 
the  blessing  from  Zion. 

Once  more:  If  we  would  receive  the 

Holy  Ghost,  we  must  be  repenlant  and 
obedient.  When  on  that  Pentecostal  day, 
three  thousand,  struck  by  the  Spirit- 
inspired  eloquence  of  Peter,  asked  of  him 
the  way  of  salvation,  his  reply  was,  “Re- 
pent   and  ye  shall  receive  the  Holy 

Ghost.”  This  is  the  sequence  of  events, 
not  only  in  those  men  just  coming  to  a 
knowledge  of  the  Saviour,  but  in  us,  His 
professed  followers,  who  desire  a fuller 
measure  of  the  Spirit ; in  them  who  sought 
light,  in  us  who  seek  it  more  abundantly. 
Repentance  is  a very  natural  condition, 
for  when  the  promised  Spirit  is  withheld 
from  the  visible  Church,  it  must  be  from 
some  fault,  some  sin  in  that  Church — in 
us.  We  may,  like  Ephesus,  have  fallen 
away  from  our  first  love;  we  may,  like 
Pergamos  or  Thyatira,  tolerate  some  im- 
purity in  faith  or  practice;  we  may,  like 
Sardis,  have  defiled  our  once  spotless  gar- 
ments; we  may,  like  Laodicea,  be  sunk  in 
utter  indifference  to  Divine  and  spiritual 
things,  hut,  whatever  the  specific  cause  is, 
there  is  some  corruption  in  the  Church, 
some  (so  to  speak)  pathological  condition, 
some  lesion  in  the  body  of  Christ;  there  is 
some  barrier,  erected  by  our  own  hands 
and  maintained  by  our  own  wills,  to  the 
ingress  of  the  Spirit  to  our  hearts.  And 
until  we  remove  this  barrier  in  the  one 
possible  way,  bv  sincere  repentance.  He 
can  never  fill  our  hearts  to  the  brim. 

But,  be  it  noted,  we  must  repent  “with 
full  purpose  and  endeavor  after  new 
obedience.”  This  is  brought  out  by  the 
words  of  the  Apostles  when  brought  be- 
fore the  Sanhedrim.  They  declared  that 
Jesus,  whom  the  Jews  had  crucified,  was 
exalted  to  bestow  the  Holy  Ghost  to  them 
that  obey  Him.  The  Spirit  is  the  gift  of 


the  Ascended  Saviour,  not  His  enemies, 
those  who  are  aliens  to  the  household  of 
God  and  the  commonwealth  of  Israel,  but 
to  His  brethren,  to  His  friends,  to  His 
lovers.  And  who  are  His  friends  but  they 
that  do  His  words?  Who  love  Him  but 
they  that  keep  His  commandments?  To 
have  the  Holy  Ghost  implies  that  He  as- 
sumes the  dominant  position  in  our  lives, 
and  as  long  as  we  are  wilfully  disobedi- 
ent, while  we  persist  in  turning  a deaf 
ear  to  the  Voice  that  says,  “This  is 
the  way;  walk  ye  in  it,”  we  cannot  expect 
to  have  Him  take  any  such  place. 

These,  then,  are  the  conditions  neces- 
sary for  the  reception  of  the  Spirit : 
Prayer  actuated  by  a sense  of  need ; faith, 
unity,  repentance  and  obedience;  and  if 
we  have  these,  the  promise  is  sure  and 
definite,  “Ye  shall  receive  the  Holy 
Ghost.”  But  the  question  still  remains  to 
be  solved,  How  are  we  to  attain  these? 
How  are  we  to  feel  our  need  except  the 
eyes  of  our  understanding  are  enlightened 
by  the  Spirit?  How  are  we  to  feel  our 
need  except  He  renew  our  wills?  Yea, 
how  can  we  name  the  very  name  of  Christ 
but  by  Him?  For  “No  man  can  say  that 
Jesus  is  the  Son  of  God  but  by  the  Spirit 
of  God.”  And  the  only  conclusion  at 
which  we  can  arrive  is  that  the  Holy 
Ghost  is  the  free  gift  of  God  to  His  elect, 
and  that  by  His  grace,  He  qualifies  them 
to  receive  the  Spirit  and  to  be  used  by 
Him  for  the  furthering  of  the  kingdom 
and  glory  of  the  Lord.  In  the  words  of 
Paul,  in  Second  Thessalonians,  “We  are 
bound  to  give  thanks  always  for  you, 
brethren,  beloved  of  the  Lord,  because  that 
God  hath  from  the  beginning  chosen  you 
to  salvation  through  sanctification  of  the 
Spirit  and  belief  of  the  truth.  Where- 
unto  He  called  you  to  the  obtaining  of 
the  glory  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ.”

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FIELD  REPORTS. 

( Continued  from  p.  142.) 

China. — The  Mission  in  China  would 
respectfully  submit  the  following  report 
for  th'e  year  ending  with  February,  1906: 

First,  we  wish  to  express  our  thankful- 
ness to  the  Lord  of  the  Harvest  for  bless- 
ings bestowed ; for  loving  comfort  in  hours 
of  sorrow;  for -tender  protection  in  the 
midst  of  alarms;  for  kindly  guidance  in 
planning  and  carrying  on  His  work,  and 
for  manifest  blessing  on  our  labors. 

REGULAR  WORK  AT  TAK  HING  CHAU. 

The  regular  work  of  the  Mission  has 
been  carried  on  without  interruption 
throughout  the  year.  This  consists  of 
preaching,  prayer  meeting  and  Sabbath 
school  on  the  Sabbath,  a week  day  meeting 
for  the  instruction  of  the  women  and  a 
daily  evening  meeting  in  the  study  of  the 
senior  missionary  for  Bible  study  and 
wofship.  The  public  services  have  been 
well  attended  by  our  members,  and  the 
whole  attendance  has  greatly  increased 
during  the  year.  So  large  have  our  after- 
noon Sabbath  audiences  become  that  the 
former  2 o’clock  prayer  meeting  has  been 
turned  into  an  evangelistic  meeting  for 
presenting  the  gospel  to  the  heathen.  We 
have  recently  had  audiences  of  over  two 
hundred,  but  this  is  undoubtedly  partly 
owing  to  the  leisure  of  the  Chinese  New 
Year. 

MEDICAL  WORK. 

No  special  effort  has  been  made  to  en- 
large the  medical  work,  as  the  physicians 
have  been  devoting  their  time  to  study  as 
much  as  possible.  Patients  who  come  for 
treatment  arc  given  the  best  that  present 
conditions  afford,  and  usually  with  ex- 


cellent results.  There  have  been  several 
calls  to  obstetrical  cases.  The  eye  work 
has  continued  to  command  attention,  and 
one  especially  interesting  case  resulted  not 
only  in  restoration  of  vision  to  the  patient, 
but  in  the  conversion  of  his  younger 
brother,  who  came  to  wait  on  him.  The 
medical  work  is  popular  with  the  soldiers, 
who  are  frequent  patients  for  the  treat- 
ment of  gunshot  and  other  wounds.  One 
soldier  came  and  was  healed  of  a badly 
•lacerated  arm,  injured  in  trying  to  seize 
a live  tiger. 

The  following  is  a statement  from  this 
department : “625  new  cases,  3,396  visits, 
36  operations,  50  city  calls,  $51.91  re- 
ceived as  fees.” 

OUTSIDE  EVANGELISTIC  WORK. 

There  were  two  book-sellers  employed 
during  the  entire  year,  and  a third  one 
part  of  the  time.  These  sold  5,300  portions 
of  Scripture  and  3,700  tracts.  They  have 
also  exerted  a large  influence  in  awaken- 
ing an  interest  in  the  gospel  in  more  than 
one  community  from  which  we  have 
heard. 

Some  itinerating  has  been  done  by  the 
missionaries  during  the  year,  and  with 
excellent  opportunities  to  present  the  gos- 
pel. Much  less  of  this  has  been  done  than 
we  wish  could  have  been  done,  though  it 
becomes  more  and  more  evident  that  the 
great  masses  of  the  heathen  must  be 
reached  by  native  workers. 

BUILDINGS. 

The  school  building  for  girls  was  com- 
pleted early  in  the  year.  The  chapel  was 
then  erected,  being  occupied  for  the  first 
service  Dec.  24,  1905.  At  the  present 
time  the  brick  work  on  the  hospital  build- 
ing is  about  half  done.  This  building  is 
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under  the  management  of  Dr.  Wright. 
All  of  our  Mission  buildings  are  of  gray 
brick,  with  red  tile  roofs,  and  are  sub- 
stantial and  permanent  structures.  Dur- 
ing the  year  a wind  pump  and  water  tank 
were  erected,  so  that  we  have  a convenient 
and  abundant  water  supply.  This  was 
made  possible  by  the  gifts  of  friends  who 
occasionally  send  us  money  “to  use  as  we 
like.” 

GIRLS'  SCHOCfL. 

The  girls’  school  opened  Oct.  16,  under 
the  capable  management  of  Mrs.  Nannie 
G.  Wright,  who,  in  the  absence  of  a regu- 
larly appointed  teacher,  took  up  the  work 
rather  than  see  it  go  undone.  The  enroll- 
ment for  the  first  term  was  eight,  and  of 
these,  two  are  applicants  for  baptism.  The 
term  closed  Jan.  8 for  the  Chinese  New 
Year,  and  reopened  Feb.  19,  with  an  en- 
rollment of . This  should  be  remem- 

bered as  a new  branch  of  work,  begun 
during  the  year. 

NOTEWORTHY  FEATURES  OF  THE  MISSION. 

Another  new  feature,  tried  at  our  Sep- 
tember communion,  was  a week  of  Bible 
study  for  all  the  Christians  and  appli- 
cants. Four  meetings  a day  were  held, 
and  so  successful  was  it  that  we  will  quite 
certainly  continue  the  practice. 

The  native  Christians  subscribed  over 
$30  U.  S.  gold  for  a memorial  to  those 
whom  Christ  has  taken  to  Himself.  It 
was  intended  at  first  to  rent  a building 
for  a reading  room  and  preaching  place; 
but  so  many  obstacles  arose,  that  finally 
it  was  used  to  purchase  a lot  in  the  city. 
The  Christians  will  raise  half  the  money 
and  the  other  half  has  been  provided  with- 
out calling  on  the  treasurer  for  funds.  It 
will  require  $400  or  $500  to  erect  a suit- 
able native  building,  and  most  of  the 
money  is  in  our  hands  without  solicitation, 
and  we  hope  to  add  this  feature  to  our 
work  without  expense  to  the  Mission  treas- 
ury. 


PROPOSED  NEW  STATION. 

Early  this  month  (February,  1906),  we 
rented  a house  in  To  Sing,  fourteen  miles 
west  of  this  place,  on  the  river,  for  ten 
years,  at  a nominal  rental  ($1.40  a 
month),  which  gives  us  an  entrance  there. 
We  have  been  unsuccessful  in  getting  into 
Lin  Tan  thus  far,  and  it  is  not  unlikely 
that  To  Sing  will  be  the  site  of  our  new 
station.  It  commands  a population 
almost  equal  to  that  of  Lin  Tan,  and  has 
the  added  advantage  of  being  on  the  West 
Biver  and  easily  accessible,  while  Lin  Tan 
is  a hard  day’s  travel  inland.  In  any  case. 
To  Sing  will  be  a center  for  work,  and  we 
ask  the  help  of  your  prayers  in  the  open- 
ing of  this  section. 

GROWTH  IN  FaCE  OF  HINDRANCES. 

Aside  from  the  ordinary  hindrances  to 
mission  work  in  China,  this  year  has  had 
two  unusual  obstacles.  The  boycott  of 
American  goods  and  the  consequent  ill- 
feeling  were  a noticeable  hindrance  for 
a while  in  our  field,  while  the  massacre  of 
the  Presbyterian  missionaries  at  Lein 
Chau,  in  this  Province,  and  the  resulting 
unrest  made  it  seem  unwise  to  go  un- 
necessarily away  from  home  while  the  in- 
vestigation was  in  progress.  This  oc- 
curred at  the  season  of  the  year  when  itin- 
eration can  best  be  done.  In  spite  of  this, 
we  can  record  undoubted  spiritual  growth 
on  the  part  of  many  of  our  members,  and 
an  addition  to  our  number  of  eighteen 
during  the  year.  Sixteen  of  these  by  bap- 
tism and  profession  of  faith;  two  by  cer- 
tificate from  other  churches.  Four  chil- 
dren of  the  church  have  been  baptized. 

DEATHS  ON  THE  FIELD. 

The  first  death  among  our  native  con- 
verts occurred  Dec.  1,  when  a young  man 
who  had  been  a teacher  among  us  passed 
triumphantly  away  in  the  faith  of  Jesus. 

The  number  of  missionaries  on  this  field 
is  one  less  than  a year  ago.  Miss  Jennie 
B.  Torrence,  after  an  illness  of  four  weeks, 
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passed  to  tier  rest  at  3 o’clock  on  the  morn- 
ing of  June  26,  1905.  The  following 
minute  was  adopted  by  the  Mission  at  its 
annual  business  meeting,  Feb.  23 : 

“By  the  death  of  Miss  Torrence  we  have 
again  suffered  severe  loss.  We  can  only 
sav  that  we  submit  to  the  will  of  the  Lord 
of  the  Harvest,  whose  work  it  is,  whose 
love  controls  all  His  dealings  with  His 
own,  whose  wisdom  is  without  error,  and 
whose  hand  is  over  all. 

“While  we  are  perplexed  by  the  provi- 
dence, we  are  not  in  despair.  Hers  was  a 
triumphant  faith,  and  she  was  ready  to 
depart  and  be  with  Christ,  which  she  said 
was  far  better. 

“We  wish  to  testify  to  her  personal 
worth.  She  cherished  high  ideals  and 
was  not  satisfied  with  anything  short  of 
the  highest  excellence.  She  was  entirely 
unsparing  of  herself  in  the  service  of  any 
person  or  cause  she  loved.  She  had  un- 
usual gifts  as  a teacher,  and  the  excellent 
preparation  she  had  made  for  her  school 
work  testifies  to  her  able  management  and 
forethought.  She  was  a loyal  companion, 
a true  friend,  a faithful  worker,  and  a 
reverent  and  devout  servant  of  her  Lord 


and  Master.  We  feel  that  we  can  justly 
say,  ‘She  hath  done  what  she  could/

ness during  the  summer,  of  which  you 
were  informed  at  the  time.  During  the 
fall  and  winter  the  health  of  all  has  been 
good. 

Those  who  are  latest  on  the  field  have 
been  studying  with  commendable  dili- 
gence, and  will  soon  be  ready  to  take  up 
active  work. 

The  need  of  additional  help  in  our  ed- 
ucational work  you  have  already  recog- 
nized. and  we  hope  workers  will  soon  be 
found . 

We  rejoice  in  the  manifest  disposition 
of  the  Church  at  home  to  give  us  all 
needed  financial  support,  and  are  thankful 
for  the  many  assurances  we  have  of  their 
prayerful  intercession  for  us.  We  feel  that 
this  constant  intercession  is  a large  factor 
in  securing  the  blessings  that  have  come 
to  us  here.

COMMITTEE  ON  HOME  MISSIONS. 

Two  papers  have  been  presented : “lie- 
port  of  the  Jewish  Mission  Board”  and 
“Be port  of  Central  Board.”  These  re- 
ports indicate  an  encouraging  financial 
condition,  and  an  uncommonly  good  year’s 
work  and  a generous  expenditure  of  time 
and  energy  on  the  part  of  the  members 
of  the  Boards. 

Jewish  Mission. — After  meeting  all  the 
expenses  of  the  year,  the  Board  reports 
a balance  of  $353.08.  The  work  is  now 
under  the  superintendency  of  Bev.  G.  M. 
Bobb.  He  is  ably  assisted  by  Mr.  E.  J. 
Fuersohn,  a Hebrew  Christian,  and  his 
wife.  Your  committee  would  suggest  that 
Mr.  Fuersohn  might  act  afe  interpreter 
for  Bev.  Bobb  and  make  the  missionary 
to  get  closer  to  the  hearts  of  those  who  do 
not  understand  English,  with  the  gospel 
of  God’s  dear  Son.  Dr.  A.  Caldwell  con- 
ducts a clinic  in  the  Mission,  which  gives 
him  the  power  of  a medical  missionary 
among  the  Jews.  We  note  eight  different 
lines  of  work  specified,  indicating  the 
breadth  and  scope  of  their  work.  The 
request  for  the  prayers  of  the  Church 
should  not  be  overlooked. 

Domestic  Mission. — This  work  began 
May  1,  1905,  with  a debt  of  $3,773.12, 
and  ended  May  1,  190G,  with  the  debt  re- 
duced to  $918.85,  which  is  cause  of  great 
satisfaction.  The  reduction  of  this  debt 
was  due  to  a special  appeal  made  to  the 
Church  early  in  the  year  on  behalf  of  this 
Mission,  and  reveals  the  deep  interest  our 
people  have  in  this  department  of  the 
Church’s  work,  and  shows  that  the  Cove- 
nanter Church  has  the  ability  and  the  will 
to  rise  to  the  occasion  when  the  need  is 
shown.  Though  the  sum  of  $10,000,  which 
is  asked  for  this  year,  is  not  as  large  as 


that  asked  for  last  year,  yet  the  need  is 
great  enough  to  call  for  renewed  effort. 

Southern  Mission. — The  working  force 
in  this  Mission  is  supplied  largely  from 
the  North,  assisted  by  native  helpers.  The 
school  year  has  been  a prosperous  one. 
The  enrollment  was  474,  that  is  98  more 
than  last  year.  The  four  graduates  were 
girls,  and  all  earnest  Christians.  The 
work  done  by  the  pupils  in  committing 
verses  and  chapters  from  the  Bible  should 
stimulate  all  our  young  people  to  do  like- 
wise. The  income  from  tuition  is  worthy 
of  notice,  $1,137.56,  nearly  $100  more 
than  ever  before.  Their  evangelistic 
meetings  and  meetings  for  prayer,  which 
were  held  both  in  the  fall  and  spring,  are 
noteworthy,  as  being  the  promising  fea- 
ture of  the  Mission. 

The  industrial  department  is  being 
conducted  upon  a business  basis.  The 
total  outlay  for  the  carpenter  department 
was  $122.06,  while  the  receipts  were 
$98.11,  leaving  a very  small  deficit.  The 
work  at  Pleasant  Grove  and  Valley  Creek 
and  East  Selma  has  been  conducted  with 
marked  energy.  May  1,  1905,  they  had  a 
balance  of  $1,464.54,  and  May  1,  1906, 
their  balance  was  $2,816.01,  indicating- 
economy,  financial  skill  and  prosperity. 

Indian  Mission. — The  past  year  has 
been  a prosperous  one.  Several  ministers 
and  members  of  the  Church  have  spent  a 
considerable  season  assisting  in  this  work. 
The  religious  instruction  given  deserves 
special  mention.  That  15,631  verses  of 
Scripture  were  committed  by  the  children 
puts  to  shame  our  old  congregations  of 
white  people.  They  have  large  Sabbath 
schools  and  80  Indians  in  a single  one.  A 
teachers’  training  class  was  kept  up  dur- 
ing the  winter.  In  the  Apache  Camp  the 
work  was  kept  up  during  the  year.  The 
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total  number  of  persons  reached  was  260. 
In  the  mountains  nearby  a Sabbath  school 
and  preaching  service  were  kept  up.  The 
collections  for  pastor’s  salary  reached 
$190.70,  and  additional  collections 
amounting  to  $50  were  used  to  purchase 
school  supplies  and  Bibles.  Dr.  Ida  Scott 
reports  2,782  cases  treated  and  13  cases 
in  the  hospital.  A cordial  relation  exists 
between  the  missionaries  and  Indians.  The 
broom  factory  in  its  present  initial  state 
has  proven  a great  factor  in  the  Industrial 
Department.  The  expenditures  of  the 
Mission  were  $4,236.03;  their  receipts, 
$6,507.40,  and  the  balance,  including  last 
year’s  balance,  $3,096.88.  They  ask 
$1,000  less  than  last  year,  and  the  $4,000 
must  not  fall  short.  A number  of  con- 
gregations have  sent  barrels  and  boxes  of 
clothing,  which  serve  an  admirable  pur- 
pose. 

Chinese  Mission. — Our  Missionary,  Rev. 
Isaiah  Faris,  has  resigned,  and  the  Central 
Board  has  accepted  the  resignation.  The 
receipts  were  $1,410.28,  the  expenditures 
$1,282,  and  the  balance  on  hand  is 
$709.07.  Your  committee  regards  this 
Mission  as  being  in  a strategic  position  in 
this  land,  and  one  of  vast  importance  in 
the  future  relations  of  this  land  to  the 
Orient. 

We  recommend : 

1.  That  all  the  requests  for  funds  be 
granted,  and  that  the  treasurers  of  the 
congregations  be  directed  to  send  their 
contributions  for  the  Jewish  Mission  di- 
rect to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Mission,  Dr. 
S.  A.  S.  Metheny,  617  N.  43d  Street, 
Philadelphia,  Pa. 

2.  That  the  Oakland  Mission  be  placed 
under  the  care  of  Colorado  Presbytery, 
to  be  conducted  as  a Chinese  Mission  and 
a Domestic  Mission. 

3.  That  Dr.  J.  W.  Sproull,  the  Chair- 
man of  the  Board,  be  heard  on  behalf 
of  the  Central  Board,  and  that  Rev.  Dr. 


J.  C.  McFeeters  be  heard  on  behalf  of  the 
Jewish  Mission  Board,  and  that  Revs. 
Robb,  Reed  and  Carithers  be  heard  on  be- 
half of  the  Jewish,  Southern  and  In- 
dian Missions,  and  that  Rev.  Isaiah  Faris 
be  heard  on  behalf  of  the  Chinese  Mission 
in  Oakland,  Cal.

REPORT  OF  THE  CENTRAL  BOARD. 

During  the  past  year  our  meetings  have 
been  regularly  held  and  well  attended. 
We  are  glad  to  be  able  to  add  that  the 
work  in  the  different  departments  lias  been 
carried  on  without  interruption  and  with 
encouraging  success.  There  has  been  no 
serious  sickness  in  any  of  the  Missions. 

Domestic  Mission. — At  the  beginning 
of  this  year  we  had  a debt  of  $2,773.12. 
The  appropriations  made  by  Synod 
amounted  to  $12,045;  $2,140  more  than 
the  year  preceding.  These  were  paid  in 
full.  In  order,  however,  to  do  this,  we 
had  to  borrow  from  other  mission  funds; 
the  interest  on  which  amounted  to 
$224.96.  Early  in  the  year  the  Board 
made  an  earnest  appeal  to  the  Church, 
containing  a plain  statement  of  facts  and 
showing  the  necessity  for  largely  increased 
contributions.  So  liberal  was  the  re- 
sponse to  this  appeal,  that  the  debt  was 
not  increased.  During  the  year  several 
bequests  have  been  paid  over  to  this  fund, 
reducing  the  debt  to  $918.85.  It  ought 
to  be  remembered  that  the  last  dividend 
for  the  year  will  be  declared  at  our  meet- 
ing in  July.

Southern  Mission. — Miss  Margaret 
McCartney  and  Miss  Annabel  Stewart, 
formerly  connected  with  the  Mission,  as- 
sisted in  the  work  this  year.  Miss  Stewart 
because  of  a death  at  the  home,  was  obliged 
to  leave  before  th'e  close  of  the  school  term. 
Her  place  was  temporarily  filled  by  Mrs. 
Kingston.  On  account  of  the  large  at- 
tendance, Miss  Augusta  Buck,  who  united 
with  the  congregation  at  the  spring  com- 
munion, was  employed  to  assist  in  Grade 
No.  1. 

The  school  opened  on  Oct.  2,  1905,  and 
closed  on  May  22,  190G.  The  total  enroll- 
ment was  474,  or  98  more  than  last,  with 
an  average  attendance  of  341,  or  93  more 
than  last.  At  the  beginning  of  the  term 
the  tuition  was  lowered  in  the  first  and 
second  grades  from  40  to  25  cents  a month, 
and  in  the  fourth  grade  from  GO  to  50 
cents,  making  it  nearly  the  same  as  in 
the  private  schools  of  the  city,  which  part- 
ly accounts  for  the  large  attendance.  Four 
scholars,  girls,  graduated  this  spring;  all, 
Mr.  Reed  states,  earnest  Christians.  One 
is  a member  of  our  Church.  “There  was 
but  little  change  in  the  character  of  the 
Bible  work  in  the  school.  Portions  of  the 
Scriptures  and  the  Catechisms  were  mem- 
orized by  the  scholars.  Those  in  Grades 
Nos.  1 and  2 committed  the  Children’s 
Catechism;  in  No.  2 both  questions  and 
answers ; in  No.  3,  Brown’s  Short  Cate- 
chism with  questions  and  answers;  in  No. 
4 a little  over  half  of  the  Westminster 
Shorter,  and  reviewed ; in  No.  5 last  half 
of  Westminster  Shorter  and  reviewed;  in 
No.  G the  whole  book  and  reviewed.  Large 
portions  of  Scripture  were  committed  dur- 
ing the  year.  The  Bible  work  is  one  of 
the  main  reasons  given  by  the  pupils  for 


attending  the  school,  and  is  even  more 
commonly  given  by  parents  as  the  reason 
for  sending  here.” 

The  attendance  at  the  congregational 
Sabbath  school  was  unusually  large,  aver- 
aging 13G.  In  the  afternoon  school,  in- 
tended for  those  who  do  not  attend  the 
morning,  there  was  an  average  attendance 
of  127.  Pupils  who'  do  not  attend  any 
of  our  Sabbath  schools  are  detained  Mon- 
day evening,  and  the  lesson  is  gone  over 
for  their  benefit. 

In  the  fall  special  evangelistic  services 
were  held  under  the  direction  of  the  super- 
intendent for  the  benefit  of  the  scholars, 
and  in  the  spring  by  Mr.  Kingston.  “A 
helpful  interest  was  taken  in  these  exer- 
cises, and  some  were  led  to  confess 
Christ.” 

A teachers’  meeting  for  prayer  and  the 
study  of  the  Sabbath  school  lesson  was 
held  on  Saturday  evenings  and  was  well 
attended.  “The  teachers’  institute  meet- 
ings, held  once  a month  among  ourselves, 
at  which  we  considered  school  topics,  were 
interesting  and  helpful.” 

“Mrs.  Reed  gave  two  forenoons  a week 
to  a vocal  drill  in  the  school  grades.  These 
lessons  were  drilled  through  the  week  by 
the  teachers  in  charge.  There  has  been 
a great  demand  for  instrumental  lessons. 
By  employing  two  of  her  advanced  pupils 
as  tutors,  Mrs.  Reed  was  able  to  take  about 
thirty-five  pupils,  giving  to  this  work  all 
of  her  afternoons.” 

Professor  Bottoms  had  charge  of  all  the 
boys  in  school  during  their  industrial 
periods.  There  was  a considerable  increase 
in  the  amount  of  work  done  in  the  shop. 
There  were  as  many  orders  as  could  be 
filled.  The  total  outlay  was  $122.06;  re- 
ceipts $98.11.  In  addition,  work  for  the 
school  valued  at  $3  was  done.  The  net 
cost  of  the  department  was  $23.95. 

The  average  number  of  girls  taking 
sewing  was  18G.  They  manifest  great  in- 
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terest  in  their  work.  “The  department,” 
Mr.  Reed  believes,  “is  doing  a most  valu- 
able service  in  behalf  of  self-help,  and 
therefore  of  independence.”  The  total 
cost  during  the  year  was  $40.11,  and 
$40.94  realized  from  the  sale  of  garments. 

In  the  cooking  department  there  was  an 
average  attendance  of  98.  Each  class  had 
one  period  a week  of  a little  more  than  an 
hour.  Good  progress  was  made  by  the 
pupils.  The  net  cost  of  this  department 
was  $44.12.  The  industrial  work  is  very 
popular.  “The  teachers  in  charge,”  Mr. 
Reed  adds,  “deserve  great  credit.” 

Mrs.  Kynett  was  transferred  to  Pleas- 
ant Grove  from  Valley  Creek.  The  school 
opened  Xov.  1,  1905,  and  closed  April  27, 
1906.  The  enrollment  was  125,  average 
attendance  48.  There  was  such  an  en- 
largement of  the  work  that  one  teacher 
and  the  school  building  were  inadequate; 
$27.32  were  realized  from  tuition.  Mrs. 
Kynett  did  a great  deal  of  hard  work  and 
made,  many  improvements.  Mr.  Reed  re- 
gards this  as  one  of  the  most  important 
branches  of  the  work.  He  preached  there 
the  third  Sabbath  of  each  month.  The 
Sabbath  school  has  an  enrollment  of  80, 
with  an  average  attendance  of  65. 

Mr.  Pickens  was  transferred  from 
Pleasant  Grove  to  Valley  Creek.  The  en- 
rollment in  the  day  school  was  50,  and 
average  attendance  28.  The  attendance ' 
at  the  Sabbath  school  was  about  50.  The 
length  of  the  term  was  the  same  as  at 
Pleasant  Grove;  $11.05  were  realized  from 
tuition.  Mr.  Reed  preaches  there  the  first 
Sabbath  of  each  month  to  audiences  of 
about  50.  A Sabbath  school  and  a day 
school  were  conducted  in  East  Selma,  un- 
der direction  of  the  Mission,  with  encour- 
aging results.  The  expenses  were  defrayed 
by  voluntary  contributions. 

In  closing  his  report,  Mr.  Reed  remarks 
that  “this  has  been  one  of  the  best  years 
we  have  had.  There  were  704  pupils 


enrolled ; an  average  of  over  450  boys  and 
girls  had  daily  an  hour’s  drill  in  the  Bible, 
besides  other  useful  knowledge  acquired.”

Indian  Mission. — The  only  addition  to 
the  Mission  force  during  the  year  was 
Miss  Orlena  M.  Russell,  of  Bovina,  X.  Y., 
and  Miss  Mary  Peoples,  of  Princeton,  Ind. 
The  former  took  charge  of  the  kitchen 
and  dining  room  for  the  white  workers, 
and  the  latter  carried  on  the  same  work 
for  the  children.  Miss  Emma  McFarland 
was  employed  as  teacher  this  year  in  the 
white  school  near  the  Mission.  Music  was 
taught  each  day  by  Miss  Anna  Coleman. 

Elder  James  S.  Arthur,  of  Pittsburg 
Congregation,  assisted  in  the  general  work 
of  the  Mission  from  February  until  the 
close  of  the  year. 

Licentiate  I).  Raymond  Taggart  will 
assist  at  the  Mission  during  the  Seminary 
vacation.  The  school  began  Sept.  4,  and 
with  twelve  days’  vacation  at  the  holidays, 
was  continued  throughout  the  year.  There 
was  an  average  attendance  of  50.  The 
rooms  that  were  added  to  the  church  build- 
ing were  used  for  the  day  school  through 
the  week.  Special  attention  is  paid  in  the 
Mission  to  religious  instruction.  Twelve 
and  a half  hours  were  given  each  week  in 
the  school  in  the  more  advanced  room  to 
the  study  of  the  Bible  or  to  religious  work  ; 
15,631  verses  of  Scripture  were  committed 
bv  the  scholars.  All  mastered  the  Shorter 
Catechism.  Eight  and  a half  hours  were 
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given  in  the  other  room  to  Bible  work  or 
to  religious  study;  3,019  verses  of  Scrip- 
ture were  committed.  The  scholars  read 
or  heard  read  connectedly  Joshua,  part  of 
Judges,  Matthew  and  Acts. 

The  Lord’s  Supper  was  dispensed  twice 
during  the  year,  Lev.  James  McCune  and 
W.  J.  McKnight  assisting.  There  was  an 
accession  of  13,  and  one  was  restored. 
There  were  one  death  and  two  suspensions, 
making  a net  increase  of  11.  The  attend- 
ance at  the  church  services  was  good,  the 
audience  in  the  afternoons  numbering 
about  100. 

There  are  three  Sabbath  schools.  The 
one  at  the  Mission  for  whites  has  an  at- 
tendance of  40:  the  one  for  the  Indians 
about  80,  and  the  Mission  school  in  the 
mountains  west  t>f  the  Mission  has  an  en- 
rollment of  about  55. 

During  the  winter  a class  was  organized 
among  the  more  advanced  Indian  men  to 
engage  in  the  study  of  the  Bible.  It  met 
weekly.  A teachers’  training  class  among 
the  white  workers  was  kept  up  through  the 
winter. 

There  was  also  held  a weekly  meeting 
for  the  study  of  the  Sabbath  school  lesson. 

At  the  Apache  Camp  the  work  was  kept 
up  through  the  year,  except  when  the 
Apaches  were  away  from  their  usual 
camping  ground.  The  children  were 
gathered  together  as  often  as  possible  and 
taught  the  lesson. 

“The  total  number  of  persons  reached 
with  the  gospel  on  Sabbath  was  about 
2(50.” 

At  the  Mission  in  the  mountains  and  at 
tho  preaching  services  at  the  Mission  col- 
lections were  taken  up.  Xeeded  Sabbath 
school  supplies  and  Bibles  were  purchased 
out  of  the  fund  ; $155  were  devoted  to  the 
schemes  of  the  church;  $190.79  remain  on 
hand.  A woman’s  missionary  society  was 
organized.  It  meets  weekly.  Part  of  the 
time  is  spent  in  industrial  work.  All  real- 


ized is  devoted  to  missions.  Ten  dollars 
have  been  sent  to  Dr.  Kate  McBurney. 

It  is  expected  that  the  new  broom  fac- 
tory will  be  finished  in  time  to  handle  the 
new  crop  of  broom  corn  this  fall.  The 
building,  an  addition  to  the  barn,  has  been 
erected.  The  machinery  and  tools  will 
cost  less  than  $100. 

Financially,  the  year  has  been  a good 
one.  The  crops  did  well  under  the  effi- 
cient management  of  Mr.  Moore. 

Mr.  Carithers  makes  honorable  mention 
of  congregations,  societies  and  individuals 
that  have  aided  the  Mission  by  sending 
goods,  thus  saving  an  outlay  of  money. 

Dr.  Ida  Scott,  who  has  charge  of  the  hos- 
pital, reports  278  cases,  not  including  13 
who  received  treatment  in  the  hospital. 
Of  the  above,  274  were  outside  of  Mission 
workers  and  school  children.  There  were 
three  deaths.  The  total  receipts  were 
$139.05;  expenditures,  $39.05;  on  hand, 
$100.  Donations  were  received  from  Bill- 
ings Congregation,  the  Government  sup- 
ply at  Anadarko,  Dr.  Hoon  of  Mercer, 
Rev.  W.  J.  McKnight,  the  Mercer  Con- 
gregation and  various  missionary  societies 
and  congregations. 

The  hospital  supplies  a much-needed 
want. 

In  addition  to  those  already  mentioned, 
the  Mission  was  cheered  by  the  presence 
of  Rev.  Dr.  McFarland,  Rev.  G.  G.  Con- 
ner and  Elder  James  Torrens. 

“At  the  close  of  another  year,”  Mr. 
Carithers  adds,  “we  record  our  thankful- 
ness to  God  for  the  care  He  has  thrown 
around  the  work  here;  not  only  in  the 
health  He  has  given,  but  the  hearty  way 
in  which  the  work  has  been  carried  along. 
The  most  cordial  relations  exist  between 
the  white  workers  and  the  whites  and  In- 
dians around  us.  It  is  the  testimony  of 
all  that  the  work  of  the  year  has  been  an 
advantage  in  the  spiritual  growth  of  the 
workers  at  the  Mission.”

The  Board  has  always  endeavored  to 
ask  only  for  such  an  amount  as  is  needed 
to  carry  on  its  work.  On  account  of  the 
increased  receipts  for  this  fund,  and  as  the 
result,  the  large  balance  on  hand,  we  ask 
for  $4,000,  or  $1,000  less  than  we  asked 
for  a year  ago. 

Chinese  Mission. — During  the  year 
the  enrollment  of  scholars  was  30,  the 
same  as  last  year;  13  of  these  are  members 
of  the  Church,  4 less  than  reported  last 
year.  The  average  attendance  at  the  night 
school  was  a fraction  over  4,  at  the  prayer 
meeting  a fraction  over  8,  and  on  Sabbath 
a fraction  over  9. 

The  resignation  of  Mr.  Faris  was  sent 
to  the  Board,  to  take  place  at  the  close 
of  the  present  Synodical  year.

REPORT  OF  JEWISH  MISSION. 

The  Mission  of  the  Covenant  to  Israel 
has  enjoyed  much  divine  favor  during  the 
past  year.  No  stirring  events  have  oc- 
curred in  this  Mission  during  the  year 
gone  by;  yet  the  quietness,  the  prayer- 
fulness, the  earnestness,  the  spiritual  fer- 
vor and  the  steady  service  remind  us  of 
the  sunshine,  the  showers,  the  soft  winds, 
and  the  silent  growth,  which  crown  the 
summer  with  a golden  harvest.  If  we  con- 
tinue in  well-doing  there  will  assuredly 
be  a harvest,  and  a great  one,  in  this  field 
which  the  Lord  hath  blest. 

The  Lord’s  goodness  has  been  seen  and 
felt  in  tbe  sending  of  His  servant,  Rev. 
G.  M.  Robb,  to  take  charge  of  the  work, 
and  in  the  wisdom  and  diligence  which 
Mr.  Robb  has  manifested  in  directing  the 
Mission,  and  bringing  the  service  up  to  a 
high  degree  of  efficiency.  He  has  been 
ably  assisted  by  Mr.  E.  J.  Fuersobn,  a 
Hebrew  Christian  of  good  education, 
earnest  and  devout,  a man  of  faith  and 
prayer,  consecrated  to  the  Lord’s  service, 
striving  diligently  to  bring  his  people  to 
Jesus  Christ.  He  is  a member  of  the 
Covenanter  Church.  Mr.  Fuersohn  also 
performs  a good  service  in  the  Mission. 
Dr.  A.  Caldwell  continues  his  important 
part  of  the  work  in  the  dispensary,  with 
excellent  results.  Other  helpers  have  also 
been  employed  by  Mr.  Robb,  as  the  Mis- 
sion required. 

The  work  of  our  Lord  in  this  Mission 
assumes  different  forms  which  we  might 
specify  as  follows : 

1.  The  preaching  of  the  Word  in  the 
Jewish  language  by  Mr.  Fuersohn  on 
Sabbath  evening;  Mr.  Robb  assisting 
when  the  people  in  attendance  can  under- 
stand the  English  tongue. 

2.  The  Sabbath  school  on  Sabbath  af- 
ternoon. The  school,  however,  is  not  gen- 
erally well  attended,  because  our  Sabbath 
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is  a Jewish  holiday,  and  the  children  are 
not  disposed  to  enter  upon  serious  duties 
on  that  day. 

3.  Receiving  religious  inquirers.  This 
personal  contact  and  conversation  about 
Jesus  in  the  spirit  of  prayer  and  faith,  is 
considered  very  important  and  effective. 

4.  The  religious  instruction  given  to 
the  girls  who  attend  the  sewing  class.  The 
girls,  about  forty  in  number,  receive  at 
each  session  a lesson  on  the  way  of  life 
through  Jesus  Christ. 

5.  The  gospel  lessons  given  at  the 
night  school,  which  are  directed  to  the 
hearts  of  about  thirty  young  men  and 
young  women. 

6.  The  religious  suggestions  and  ad- 
vice communicated  to  the  sick  who  come  to 
the  dispensary  for  the  relief  of  physical 
ailments. 

7.  The  Word  of  God  speaking  from  the 
printed  page,  as  twenty  or  twenty-five 
Bibles  lie  open  in  the  window,  and  are 
read  by  many  who  pass  along  the  streets. 

8.  The  distribution  of  religious  tracts 
carefully  selected  to  awaken  Jewish 
thought  concerning  the  Messiah.  Thou- 
sands of  these  have  been  handed  to  the 
people.  The  Ghetto  (Jewish  quarter)  has 
been  systematically  canvassed  for  this 
purpose. 

We  earnestly  ask  the  prayers  of  the  en- 
tire Church,  that  the  Holy  Spirit  may 
come  down  like  showers,  and  water  the 
good  seed  which  has  been  so  plentifully 
sown,  and  make  it  grow  into  a great  har- 
vest of  redeemed  souls,  to  the  glory  of  our 
Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

The  Board  makes  request  of  Synod  for 
$3,500  for  the  coming  year,  believing  that 
this  amount  will  be  needed  to  carry  for- 
ward the  work  effectively  during  that 
time. 

Also,  that  the  Church  be  directed  to 
forward  financial  contributions  direct  to 
the  Treasurer  of  the  Jewish  Mission

The  year  1905  has  passed  into  the  his- 
tory of  our  Society  as  one  of  our  most 
memorable  years.  Xine  regular  monthly 
meetings  were  held;  the  annual  sociable 
given  to  our  honorary  members,  and  a re- 
ception to  Rev.  and  Mrs.  Robb,  their 
children  and  co-laborers  in  the  mission 
to  the  Jews. 

Death  claimed  one  of  our  members, 
Miss  Mamie  McElfatrick,  in  the  spring- 
time of  her  life. 

To  our  membership  we  have  had  the 
pleasure  of  electing  Miss  Ruth  Arthur, 
a little  lady  about  a year  old,  representing 
the  fourth  generation  in  our  Society;  her 
great-grandmother,  Mrs.  Clyde,  being  an 
honorary  member;  her  grandmother  (Mrs. 
Henry),  and  mother,  active  members. 

At  one  of  our  meetings  in  the  fall  of 
1904,  Miss  Allen,  a friend  from  iUle- 
gheny,  suggested  the  adoption  of  thank- 
offering  boxes,  the  idea  being  to  put  in  at 
least  a penny  a day,  at  the  same  time 
thank  our  Heavenly  Father  for  His  mer- 
cies. She  said  this  had  proved  a blessing 
in  many  other  societies,  besides  securing 
a larger  sum  of  money  for  the  Lord’s 
work.  Our  pastor  encouraged  our  taking 
up  the  suggestion,  saying  that  the  system 
of  daily  giving  to  the  Lord  would  tend  to 
increase  our  love  and  zeal  for  His  cause. 
Our  members,  active  and  honorary,  and 
some  friends,  numbering  about  eighty, 
requested  boxes,  and  when  returned  in 
November,  1905,  they  were  found  to  con- 
tain $340.30,  and  this  amount  was  used 
for  the  furnishing  of  our  new  church.

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MINUTE  OF  THE  LATAKIA  MISSION. 

It  is  our  painful  duty  to  record  the 
death  of  one  of  our  number.  Miss  Cun- 
ningham, which  occurred  at  Suadia, 
March  9,  1906.  We  wish  also  to  record 
our  high  appreciation  of  her  worth,  both 
as  friend  and  missionary.  She  came  to 
Latakia  in  the  year  1882,  and  although 
not  residing  here,  since  that  time  she  has 
been  intimately  associated  with  us.  She 
has  shared  our  sorrows  and  our  joys;  has 
been  ever  ready  with  her  sympathy  and 
help  when  needed,  no  difference  what  the 
cost  or  labor  to  herself.  We  therefore  feel 
her  loss,  and  mourn  for  her,  as  we  would 
mourn  for  a sister.  As  a friend,  she  was 
loyal  and  steadfast.  As  a missionary,  al- 
together consecrated,  zealous,  conscien- 
tious, full  of  the  Spirit,  self-sacrificing, 
energetic.  “Instant  in  season  and  out  of 
season.’’ 

Miss  Cunningham  was  a unique  char- 
acter. She  was  just  herself;  no  one  was 
like  her.  She  had  a retentive  memory, 
and  was  very  fond  of  poetry.  She  pos- 
sessed a happy  nature  and  had  a humor- 
ous way  of  saying  things  which  her  friends 
enjoyed.  This  and  her  gift  of  story-telling 
made  her  a welcome  guest  to  the  children 
of  the  Mission  families.  She  could  adapt 
herself  to  them  and  he  one  of  them.  This 
same  gift  enabled  her  to  attract  the  at- 
tention of  ignorant  people.  This  gained, 
the  serious  part  of  her  nature  would  as- 
sert itself,  and  she  would  fervently  ap- 
peal to  them  to  accept  the  Saviour.  But 
she  was  able  to  talk  with  any  one,  and  no 
one  was  able  to  get  ahead  of  her  in  argu- 
ment; yet  it  was  always  done  in  a way  as 
not  to  give  offense,  and  her  antagonist, 
although  beaten,  would  want  to  hear  her 
again.  She  knew  the  colloquial  Arabic 


well,  and  could  answer  the  people  with 
their  own  proverbs  and  sayings,  which 
pleased  them  and  yet  drove  home. 

She  was  a brave  woman.  Her  courage 
was  shown  in  the  fact  that  she  was  willing 
to  live  in  Suadia,  so  far  away  from  other 
missionaries.  It  was  also  shown  on  her 
deathbed.  She  was  not  afraid  to  die,  yet 
she  said  it  was  hard  to  leave  her  work.  She 
had  tasted  the  bitterness  of  life’s  disap- 
pointments ; she  was  sensitive  to  pain 
and  felt  insults.  Her  body  was  wasted 
bv  disease.  Best  and  the  prospects  of  the 
glories  of  heaven  were  before  her,  yet  she 
wanted  to  live  to  work  for  the  people  of 
Suadia. 

She  had  firm  faith  in  God  and  His 
promises.  It  was  that  and  the  horror  of 
immortal  souls  sinking  into  eternal  dark- 
ness and  despair  that  made  her  unwilling 
to  give  up  laboring  for  their  salvation.  It 
sometimes  takes  courage  to  want  to  live. 

Many  daughters  have  done  virtuously, 
but  thou  excellest  them  all. 

Favor  is  deceitful  and  beauty  is  vain; 
but  a woman  that  feareth  the  Lord,  she 
shall  be  praised. 

Give  her  of  the  fruit  of  her  hands,  and 
let  her  own  works  praise  her  in  the  gates.

nosLEn  SECTS. 

Islam  is  not  a unit,  but  is  divided  into 
•many  sects  and  schools  of  thought.  The 
Sunni  sect  is  the  old  orthodox  party,  and 
has  four  divisions.  All  agree  in  doctrine, 
but  differ  in  their  interpretation  of  cere- 
monial law  and  jurisprudence.  Central 
Asia,  northern  India  and  the  Turks 
everywhere  are  Hanifite;  lower  Egypt, 
southern  India,  and  the  Malay  Moslems 
are  Shafite ; upper  Egypt  and  North 
Africa  are  Malikite,  while  the  sect  of 
Hanbalites  exists  only  in  central  and 
eastern  Arabia. 

The  Shiah  sect  exists  chiefly  in  Persia 
and  India,  but  the  influence  of  its  teach- 
ings has  penetrated  everywhere,  and  re- 
sulted in  the  philosophical  disintegration 
of  Islam.  Mysticism  (the  Dervish  orders) 
and  Rationalism  (new  Islam)  are  widely 
prevalent  and  increasingly  powerful 
movements.  So  also  is  Babism  in  Persia 
and  Quadianism  in  the  Punjab.

THE  PRESENT  CRISIS. 

Islam  is  not  only  strong  in  numbers, 
but  is  conquering.  It  is  increasing  nu- 
merically to-day  in  India,  Burmah,  the 
Malay  Archipelago,  and  especially  in  West 
Africa,  Uganda,  the  Congo  Free  State  and 
northern  Abyssinia.  In  Burmah  the 
census  proves  an  increase  of  33  per  cent, 
in  the  last  decade.  In  the  Philippines 
there  are  250,000  Moslems.  Pastor  F. 
Wurtz,  of  the  Basel  Mission,  in  a recent 
pamphlet,  sounds  the  alarm  of  a “Mo- 
hammedan Peril”  to  the  native  Church, 
as  well  as  to  many  pagan  districts  in  West 
Africa.  The  situation  on  the  Gold  Coast 
is  alarming.  In  one  village  a native 
preacher  and  his  entire  congregation  went 
over  to  Islam ! The  Rhenish  Mission  in 
Sumatra  has  resolved  that  its  chief  task 
now  is  “to  occupy  in  time  those  heathen 
districts  which  are  in  danger  of  falling 
into  the  hands  of  Islam.”  The  crisis  only 
emphasizes  the  need  and  the  opportunity. 

STRATEGIC  CENTERS  OCCUPIED. 

The  following  strategic  points  (includ- 
ing nearly  every  important  city  in  the 
Moslem  world  of  over  100,000  popula- 
tion) are  already  the  centers  of  mission- 
ary effort  by  printing  press,  hospital, 
school  or  college:  Calcutta,  Constanti- 

nople, Bombay,  Cairo,  Haidrabad,  Alex- 
andria, Teheran,  Lucknow,  Rangoon,  Da- 
mascus, Delhi,  Lahore,  Smyrna,  Cawn- 
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pore,  Agra,  Tabriz,  Allahabad,  Tunis, 
Bagdad,  Fez,  Aleppo  and  Beirut.  And 
the  efforts  there  carried  on,  directly  or  in- 
directly for  Moslems,  prove  that  the  work 
is  possible  under  all  conditions  every- 
where. But  from  every  one  of  these  cen- 
ters the  call  is  loud  for  more  laborers.  No- 
where are  the  efforts  at  all  commensurate 
with  the  opportunities. 

RESULTS. 

The  Bible  has  been  translated  into  every 
language  of  the  Mohammedan  world, 
while  the  Koran  speaks  only  to  those  who 
can  read  Arabic— less  than  one-fourth  of 
the  total  population.  A large  number  of 
books,  especially  intended  for  Mohamme- 
dans, has  been  prepared  in  all  the  chief 
languages  of  the  Moslem  world.  Less  than 
a century  ago  there  was  not  one  Protestant 
worker  in  any  Moslem  land ; at  that  time 
apostasy  from  Islam  meant  death  to  the 
apostate.  Now  there  are  Moslem  con- 
verts in  every  land  where  work  has  been 
attempted,  fanaticism  has  decreased  and 
many  converted  Moslems  are  preaching 
the  gospel.  In  North  India  there  are 
nearly  200  Christian  pastors,  catechists  or 
teachers  who  are  converts  or  the  children 
of  converts  from  Islam.  There  is  hardly 
a Christian  congregation  in  the  Punjab 
which  does  not  have  some  members  for- 
merly in  the  ranks  of  Islam.  Thousands 
of  Moslem  youth  are  receiving  a Christian 
education  in  Egypt,  India,  Java  and 
Sumatra.  The  Beirut  Press,  since  its 
foundation,  has  issued  over  a million  por- 
tions of  the  Arabic  Bible.  In  ten  years 
the  attendance  at  the  dispensary  of  the 
U.  F.  Church  of  Scotland,  near  Aden,  rose 
from  8,000  to  40,000  per  annum.  Vil- 
lages that  could  not  be  reached  safely  in 
Arabia  ten  years  ago  now  welcome  the 
missionary.  At  Julfa,  Persia,  on  Easter 
Sunday,  1902,  there  were  seventeen  con- 
verts from  Islam  at  the  holy  communion, 
and  this  land,  with  other  Moslem  lands, 


counts  its  martyrs  to  the  faith.  The  late 
Dr.  Imad-ud-din,  formerly  a Mohamme- 
dan and  a determined  opponent  of  Chris- 
tianity, enumerated  117  Christian  con- 
verts of  distinction  in  India  who  forsook 
Islam  for  Christ  as  he  did.  In  Sumatra 
and  Java  there  are  over  16,000  converts 
organized  into  churches.  The  outlook 
everywhere  is  not  hopeless,  but  hopeful, 
and  the  great  task  to  which  Christ  calls 
His  Church  at  the  beginning  of  the  twen- 
tieth century  is  the  evangelization  of  the 
Mohammedan  world.

SPIRITUAL  WORK  IN  THE  MIS- 
SIONARY SOCIETY.* 

It  is  a trite  thing  to  make  a remark  in 
beginning  an  address  on  any  topic  that 
the  subject  is  one  of  the  greatest  import- 
ance. That  phrase  is  greatly  overworked. 
But  certainly  no  one  will  deny  that  the 
matter  of  spirituality  is  exceedingly  im- 
portant. We  have  it  on  the  best  of 
authority  that,  “if  any  man  have  not  the 
spirit  of  Christ,  he  is  none  of  His.”  That 
means  every  woman,  too.  It  means  the 
woman  interested  in  missions;  and  it 
teaches  us  that,  although  this  woman  may 
have  a profound  knowledge  of  what  is 
going  on  in  the  way  of  advancing  the 
Kingdom  of  Christ,  and  may  be  intensely 
interested  in  the  work  of  her  local  mis- 
sionary society,  and  may  give  ever  so  much 
money  for  the  heathen,  yet  if  she  has  not

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the  spirit  of  Christ,  it  profiteth  her  noth- 
ing. It  is  very  possible,  as  the  history  of 
the  Church  proves,  to  have  a great  pro- 
fessional interest  in  Christian  work,  and 
yet  not  to  have  spirituality. 

And  there  is  more  in  that  phrase,  “the 
spirit  of  Christ,”  than  is  generally  ap- 
prehended. The  primary  reference,  of 
course,  is  to  the  Holy  Spirit,  and  the  need 
of  having  Him  as  a blessed  gift  from  the 
exalted  King.  But  a study  of  the  context 
will  reveal  the  fact  that  the  apostle  has 
particular  reference  to  the  fruits  of  the 
Spirit,  and  to  the  need  of  having  a dis- 
j3osition  and  a frame  of  mind  like  that 
which  Jesus  displayed  when  He  was  here 
upon  earth.  Instead  of  being  carnally 
minded,  Paul  says,  and  showing  the  sins 
of  the  flesh,  have  the  spirit  of  Christ,  and 
show  yourselves  like  Him.  It  is  another 
statement  of  the  fact  that  we  ought  to 
strive  to  have  that  mind  in  us  which  was 
in  Jesus  Christ — that  is,  His  spirit  of 
self-sacrifice  and  gentleness  and  winsome- 
ness.  In  that  respect  the  members  of 
missionary  societies,  like  all  other  follow- 
ers of  Christ,  should  be  living  epistles, 
“known  and  read  of  all  men.” 

Well,  how  are  Ave  going  to  cultivate  that 
spiritual  atmosphere  in  our  missionary 
work?  That  is  the  practical  question. 
The  topic  assigned  us  says  that  Ave  are  to 
discuss  “Spiritual  Work  in  the  Missionary 
Society/’  That  title  may  not  have  been 
intended  to  he  suggestive,  but  it  is.  For 
as  a matter  of  fact,  it  must  he  confessed 
that  avc  play  at  spirituality  rather  than 
Avork  at  it.  Our  conception  of  its  im- 
portance and  of  our  constant  need  of  it 
is  not  so  great  that  Ave  make  it  the  first 
business  of  our  lives.  That,  therefore, 
is  the  fiVst  thing  that  Ave  need — an  ever- 
present realization  of  the  fact  that  in  all 
our  work  Ave  are  to  strive  to  be  more  like 
Him,  “Who  came  not  to  be  ministered 
unto,  but  to  minister.” 


There  are  signs  to-day  of  the  coming  of 
a Avorld-Avide  revival.  Not  since  the  days 
of  Moody  and  Sankey  have  the  hearts  of 
men  been  so  deeply  stirred  in  spiritual 
things.  God  seems  to  be  pouring  out  His 
Spirit  freely  upon  men.  There  is  no  part 
of  the  Church  that  should  be  more  anxious 
for  such  a revival,  and  more  deeply  con- 
cerned to  further  it,  than  the  missionary 
society.  And  the  means  of  grace  that 
God  uses  to  bring  about  a revival  are  ex- 
actly AA’hat  is  needed  for  better  spiritual 
Avork  among  us. 

First  of  all.  we  need  to  be  more  ear- 
nest in  prayer. 

So  many  of  our  prayers  are  made  in  a 
perfunctory  way,  because  it  is  the  usual 
place  in  the  programme  for  prayer  to  be 
offered,  or  because  there  is  a pause  in  the 
proceedings.  Moody  used  to  say  that  the 
time  to  pray  is  when  Ave  feel  mightily 
anxious  about  something,  and  that  the 
thing  to  do  at  that  time  is  to  ask  God  for 
Avhat  avc  want  and  then  quit.  Such  a 
statement  overlooks  the  fact  that  in  prayer 
we  are  to  do  more  than  simply  ask  for 
blessings.  We  are  to  praise  God  for  all 
His  kindness,  and  to  adore  Ilis  Holy 
Name.  But  it  calls  attention  to  the  eA'il 
of  long  and  perfunctory  prayers,  and  it 
also  reminds  us  of  the  fact  that  true  spir- 
ituality demands  that  avc  have  more  point 
and  pith  in  AArliat  Ave  say  to  God.  The 
earnest  prayer  of  a righteous  man  avail- 
eth  much,  and  no  man  or  woman' is  truly 
righteous  unless  he  is  spiritual. 

There  should  be  a difference  in  our 
Bible  reading  and  Bible  study,  too. 

There  is  a special  interest  these  days  in 
the  text  that  tells  us  that  before  the  man 
of  God  can  be  perfect  and  thoroughly  fur- 
nished unto  all  good  Avorks,  he  must  he 
thoroughly  acquainted  Avith  the  Scrip- 
tures, which  are  profitable  both  for  in- 
struction in  I'ighteousness  and  for  reproof. 
There  is  doubtless  a danger  that  our 
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Scripture  reading-,  both  in  public  and  in 
private,  be  somewhat  a matter  of  habit 
only,  and  that  we  are  content  with  know- 
ing only  the  letter  of  the  law  without  un- 
derstanding the  spirit  of  it. 

These  brief  practical  suggestions  are 
sufficient,  we  believe,  to  illustrate  what 
we  mean,  that  the  way  to  the  spirituality 
which  is  so  much  desired  is  by  the  more 
thorough  cultivation  of  the  means  of 
grace  which  are  divinely  ordained.  It 
might  not  be  a bad  idea  if,  at  some  time, 
one  whole  session  of  these  conventions 
should  be  taken  up  entirely  with  the  read- 
ing of  God’s  Word  and  with  prayer. 

And  let  us  remember  that  true  spiritual- 
ity means  to  have  the  spirit  and  disposi- 
tion of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  Who  loved 
us  and  gave  Himself  for  us,  that  we  might 
be  without  spot  or  blemish  or  any  such 
thing.

BIBLE  STUDY— ITS  EFFECTS  OR 
RESULTS.* 

The  first  effect  of  Bible  study  that  I 
notice  is  an  increase  in  knowledge  and 

wisdom.  “Thou,  through  Thy  precepts, 
hast  made  me  wiser  than  mine  enemies; 
for  they  are  ever  with  me.  I have  more 
understanding  than  my  teachers,  for  Thy 
testimonies  are  my  meditation.  I under- 
stand more  than  the  ancients,  because  I 
keep  Thy  precepts.”  Now,  what  is  true 
knowledge  and  wisdom?  Listen  to  the 
words  of  one  who  was  esteemed  the  wisest 
man  of  his  time:  “The  fear  of  the  Lord 
is  the  beginning  of  knowledge,”  or,  as  it  is 
rendered  in  the  margin  of  your  Bibles, 
“the  principal  part  of  knowledge.”  Then

turn  to  the  words  of  the  Psalmist,  the  man 
after  God’s  own  heart.  In  the  111th 
Psalm,  after  praising  God  for  His  won- 
derful works  and  for  His  gracious  deal- 
ings toward  men,  he  concludes  with  these 
words : “The  fear  of  the  Lord  is  the  be- 
ginning of  wisdom,  and  a good  under- 
standing have  all  they  that  do  His  com- 
mandments.” We  are  thus  led  to  the 
conclusion  that  the  foundation  of  all  true 
knowledge  is  the  Holy  Scriptures,  and 
that  the  essence  of  all  true  wisdom  is  con- 
tained therein.  Since  the  day  that  marked 
the  founding  of  the  Church  of  Christ  on 
this  earth,  and  especially  since  the  dis- 
covery and  introduction  of  the  art  of 
printing,  many  learned  and  valuable 
books  have  been  written  on  probably 
every  conceivable  subject  pertaining  to 
the  Christian  religion.  Many  of  these 
volumes  contain  rich  stores  of  knowledge, 
the  product  of  brilliant  intellects  and  the 
result  of  deep  thought  and  ripened  ex- 
perience, and  they  are,  beyond  doubt,  very 
useful  for  the  instruction  and  edification 
of  believers,  but  after  all  the  best  of  these 
do  but  derive  their  source  and  inspiration 
from  the  great  Book  of  books,  and  from 
the  Author  of  authors,  and  the  highest 
purpose  they  can  serve  is  to  lead  us  to 
study  more  diligently  and  to  meditate 
more  deeply  upon  the  Word  itself.  In 
fact,  they  may  be  likened  to  the  foot  notes 
attached  to  some  great  classical  master- 
piece, explaining  or  illustrating  and  en- 
larging upon  various  passages  in  the  great 
work,  and  it  would  be  just  as  absurd  for 
us  to  attempt  to  gain  a knowledge  of  such 
a volume  by  merely  reading  through  the 
foot  notes  and  neglecting  the  masterpiece 
itself,  as  it  is  for  us  to  expect,  to  grow  in 
the  knowledge  of  spiritual  things  by 
simply  reading  pious  and  learned  treatises 
on  religious  subjects,  and  neglecting  the 
very  Book  from  which  our  religion  is  de- 
rived, the  Word  of  God.  If  we  wish  to

become  acquainted  with  the  contents  of 
this,  the  greatest  of  all  masterpieces,  we 
must  read  it  and  .meditate  and  feed  upon 
it.  “Search  the  Scriptures”  is  the  com- 
mand ; not  search  the  concordances,  nor 
the  commentaries,  nor  the  homilies,  nor 
the  Bible  helps,  but  “Search  the  Scrip- 
tures,” and  when  we  obey  this  command, 
we  shall  enjoy  a larger  and  more  enlight- 
ened knowledge  of  the  things  that  con- 
cern the  spiritual  life,  and  shall  obtain 
that  wisdom  that  is  “more  precious  than 
rubies”  and  to  which  “all  things  thou 
canst  desire  are  not  to  be  compared.” 

The  second  result  of  Bible  study  that 
I notice  is  that  it  furnishes  us  with  a 
weapon  wiih  which  we  can  resist  the 
temptations  of  tbe  devil,  and  defeat  the 
attempts  of  men  to  shake  our  faith  in 
God.  The  life  of  our  Saviour  on  this 
earth  furnishes  us  with  a most  note- 
worthy example  of  the  usefulness  and  ef- 
ficacy of  this  weapon,  “knowledge  of  the 
Bible.”  When  Satan  came  to  Him  after 
His  forty  days’  fast  in  the  wilderness,  and 
attempted  to  ensnare  Him  by  his  wiles 
into  a betrayal  of  His  trust  and  the  ex- 
ercise of  His  Divine  powers  for  His  own 
comfort  and  gratification,  He  did  not  at- 
tempt to  overcome  the  temptations  by  any 
learned  and  profound  arguments  or  by 
any  subtle  forms  of  reasoning,  but  to 
each  successive  temptation  His  simple  but 
majestic  reply  was  preceded  by  the  un- 
answerable declaration,  “It  is  written.” 
Then  throughout  His  life  we  find  Him  re- 
peatedly engaged  in  disputation  with 
members  of  'the  different  sects  which  ex- 
isted in  His  time,  and  again  and  again 
lie  meets  and  refutes  the  arguments  and 
charges  hurled  against  Him  and  His 
teachings  with  the  simple  “Thus  it  is 
written,”  and  “Have  ye  not  read?”  or 
“What  saith  the  Scriptures?”  And  in 
these  times,  when  false  and  pernicious 
systems  of  religion  abound  on  every  side. 


some  of  them  originating  in  gross  mis- 
interpretation, and  defended  by  deliberate 
misquotation  of  Scripture,  it  is  absolutely 
necessary  that  the  true  believer  be  thor- 
oughly equipped  and  fortified  by  a con- 
stant study  of  the  Holy  Scriptures,  lest 
his  faith  be  shaken  and  he  be  led  astray 
by  false  prophets  and  false  beliefs.  “Study 
to  show  thyself  approved  unto  God,  a 
workman  that  needeth  not  to  be  ashamed, 
rightly  dividing  the  Word  of  God.” 

“For  the  Word  of  God  is  quick  and 
powerful,  and  sharper  than  a two-edged 
sword,  piercing  even  to  the  dividing 
asunder  of  soul  and  spirit,  and  of  the 
joints  and  the  marrow,  and  is  a discerner 
of  the  thoughts  and  the  intents  of  the 
heart.” 

The  third  and  last  result  of  Bible  study 
which  1 desire  to  call  your  attention  to  is 
two-fold  in  its  nature.  First,  it  inspires 
us  to  service,  and  second,  it  fits  and 
equips  us  for  service. 

It  inspires  us  to  service.  Who  can 
read  and  meditate  upon  such  instances  of 
heroic  self-sacrifice  and  service  as  ai’e 
portrayed  to  us  in  the  sacred  writings 
without  being  filled  with  a desire  to  emu- 
late their  example?  Who  can  hear  the 
words  uttered  by  the  illustrious  apostle 
to  the  Gentiles,  when,  contemplating 
death  near  at  hand,  he  says,  “I  have 
fought  a good  fight,  I have  finished  my 
course,  I have  kept  the  faith;  henceforth 
there  is  laid  up  for  me  a crown  of  right- 
eousness, which  the  Lord,  the  righteous 
Judge,  shall  give  me  at  that  day;”  who, 
I say,  can  hear  these  words  without  being 
thrilled  with  a fervent  hope  that  such 
should  be  the  words  with  which  he  might 
take  leave  of  his  earthly  existence  ? 

Then  it  equips  us  for  service.  There 
is  probably  no  other  book  in  the  world 
that  contains  such  a vast  store  of  useful 
and  practical  knowledge  for  the  guidance 
of  those  who  desire  to  participate  in 
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spreading  its  doctrines  and  instilling  them 
into  the  hearts  and  minds  of  men.  Here 
Ave  can  find  good  advice  and  Arise  counsel 
to  aid  us  in  treating  Avith  all  conditions 
and  classes  of  men.  Xot  only  are  Ave  in- 
structed by  precept  how  to  approach  and 
Avork  Avith  those  whom  we  desire  to  bring 
to  Christ,  but  Ave  have  many  examples 
given  us  of  successful  work  done  by  our 
Saviour  and  by  Ilis  disciples.  Have  Ave  to 
deal  with  those  steeped  in  ignorance  and 
vice  and  immorality?  Witness  the  man- 
ner in  Avliich  the  woman  of  Samaria  Avas 
converted.  Have  Ave  the  care  of  those 
Avho  are  A'ain  and  impulsive  and  self- 
sufficient,  but  perhaps  not  destitute  of  all 
good  qualities?  Let  us  observe  Christ’s 
treatment  of  the  Apostle  Peter  and  the 
change  that  took  place  in  him  under  this 
treatment.  Have  avc  to  deal  with  those 
that  are  seeking  after  the  truth,  but  fear 
the  reproaches  and  the  enmity  of  men?  Let 
us  notice  the  transformation  wrought  in 
the  character  of  Nicodemus  by  the  in- 
fluence which  Christ  exerted  over  him. 
Thus,  all  through  the  Scriptures  Ave  shall 
find  an  abundance  of  practical  advice  and 
example  to  aid  us  in  serving  the  Master 
and  Avinning  souls  to  Him.  But,  you  may 
object,  avc  have  not  been  endowed  with 
the  powers  bestowed  upon  the  early 
Christian  fathers,  nor  have  Ave  the  abili- 
ties Avliich  they  possessed.  Perhaps  to  a 
certain  extent  this  is  true.  We  may  not 
possess  the  superb  intellect  and  profound 


learning  of  a Paul,  nor  the  irresistible 
determination  and  indomitable  courage  of 
a Peter,  but  Ave  may  have  the  one  qualifi- 
cation which  is  the  most  requisite  of  all 
for  successful  work,  and  that  is,  the  in- 
spiration and  aid  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  and 
if  He  is  Avith  us  and  working  through  us 
Ave  cannot  fail  to  see  our  labors  blessed 
with  abundant  results. 

These,  then,  are  the  results  or  effects 
of  Bible  study.  There  are  many  phases 
of  the  subject  which  I have  been  unable 
to  touch  upon,  and  these  that  I have  men- 
tioned are  merely  some  of  the  practical 
results  of  prayerful  and  diligent  study  of 
this  Book. 

We  obtain  a broader  and  more  enlight- 
ened knowledge  and  a higher  wisdom;  we 
are  furnished  with  a weapon  for  defeat- 
ing eA'il  temptations  in  all  forms,  and  Ave 
are  inspired,  and  fitted  and  equipped  for 
service.  Then,  if  all  this  be  true  of  us, 
how  can  Ave  fail  to  obey  the  command  to 
be  up  and  doing?  “Preach  the  word ; be 
instant  in  season,  out  of  season;  reprove, 
rebuke,  exhort  Avith  all  long-suffering  and 
doctrine.”  “All  Scripture  is  given  by  in- 
spiration of  God,  and  is  profitable  for  doc- 
trine, for  reproof,  for  correction,  for  in- 
struction in  righteousness.  That  the  man 
of  God  may  be  perfect,  thoroughly  fur- 
nished unto  all  good  works.”

At  a recent  missionary  meeting  in  the  City  Temple,  London,  Dr.  Shepherd,  of 
GlasgoAv,  said,  among  other  things,  in  regard  to  foreign  missions: 

We  have  far  less  to  fear  in  this  great  work  from  the  foes  that  fight  it  than  from 
the  friends  Avho  fail  it. Say  what  they  will  about  the  errors  and  failures  of  mis- 

sionary enterprise  and  enthusiasm,  no  zeal  that  they  might  deem  more  rational  has 
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clone  half  as  much  for  suffering  humanity.  But  for  the  missionary  army,  baffled  and 
beaten  as  it  often  has  been,  sneered  at  as  it  often  has  been,  where  would  the  advan- 
cing lines  of  civilization  have  stood  which  are  every  day  reducing  the  limits  of 

barbarism? Our  great  difficulty  is  not  with  our  foes;  it  is  with  our  friends,  with 

those  people  in  our  churches  who  draw  nigh  to  us  with  their  lips,  but  whose  hearts 
are  far  from  us.  The  first  Lord  lfobert  Cecil  once  said,  in  answer  to  an  exhorter,  “Be- 
lieve in  God?  What  has  that  to  do  with  my  policy,  as  a Queen’s  minister?”  We  say, 
“Believe  in  the  missionary  enterprise?  Of  course,  we  do!”  But  what  then?  “The 
devils  also  believe  and  tremble” — and  they  are  devils  still.  It  is  quite  possible  for 
us  to  profess  our  faith  in  missionary  work,  and  yet  never  lift  a hand  to  help  it,  while 
we  know,  or  say  we  know,  that  there  are  races  of  the  earth  that  are  dying  to-day  for 
want  of  that  saving  knowledge  which  we  say  is  the  joy  of  life  that  now  is,  and  the 
basis  of  hope  for  the  life  which  is  to  be.  This  is  a work  which  we  cannot  take  up  or 
put  down  according  to  our  whim  or  caprice  : it  is  a vital  part  of  our  personal  re- 
ligious service,  and  an  integral  part  of  the  work  of  our  churches. 


What  appears  to  be  a most  hopeful  movement  has  been  inaugurated  in  India  by 
some  of  the  leading  native  Christians,  which  contemplates  an  advance  under  native 
support  into  sections  of  India  now  unreac-hed  by  the  message  of  the  gospel.  On  the 
hundredth  anniversary  of  the  arrival  of  Henry  Martyn  in  India,  delegates  from  all 
the  leading  churches  of  India  met  at  Serampore,  in  Carey’s  historic  library,  and  or- 
ganized this  society,  which  is  to  be  under  Indian  support  and  management,  but  co- 
operating with  missionary  organizations  already  established.  These  Indian  Christians 
who  have  received  the  gospel  from  foreigners,  are  feeling  keenly  their  responsibility 
for  bringing  this  divine  message  to  their  fellow  countrymen,  who  are  still  in  darkness. 
The  appeal  will  be  to  the  Christian  patriotism  of  the  young  men  of  India.  Two  in- 
teresting incidents  are  recorded  in  the  Gleaner  in  connection  with  this  movement. 

An  Indian  Christian  appealed  to  in  behalf  of  the  movement,  said:  “I  will  give 

my  son,  Avho  is  a graduate  of  Cambridge,  to  go,  if  he  will.  If  he  will  go,  I will  sup- 
port him  under  this  society.  If  he  will  not  go,  I will  support  another  worker  in  his 
place.”  Another  Indian,  who  is  in  a government,  college,  says : “If  this  movement 
had  been  presented  thirty  years  ago,  I would  have  offered  for  service.  It  is  now  too 
late  for  me  to  go,  but  I will  offer  my.  son  in  my  place,  and  if  he  will  go  I will  sup- 
port him.”  This  is  a most  beautiful  illustration  of  the  self-propagating  power  of 
the  gospel  when  preached  faithfully.  The  following  items  are  from  the  constitution 
adopted  by  this  National  Missionary  Society  of  India:  1.  The  society  shall  ap- 

point only  spiritual  men  as  workers.  2.  Each  member  and  worker  of  the  society 
shall  be  loyal  to  his  own  church.  3.  The  society  shall  endeavor  not  to  conflict,  but 
work  in  harmony,  with  existing  missionary  societies.  4.  There  shall  be  no  solicita- 
tion of  funds  outside  of  India.” — Missionary  Herald. 


Sad  will  be  the  day  for  any  man  when  he  becomes  absolutely  contented  with  the  life 
he  is  living,  with  the  thoughts  he  is  thinking  and  the  deeds  he  is  doing — when  there 
is  not  forever  beating  at  the  doors  of  his  soul  some  great  desire  to  do  something 
larger  which  he  knows  he  was  meant  and  made  to  do,  because  he  is  a child  of  God. —

There  will  be  found  the 
“Recommendations  of  Synod,”  the  ‘Re- 
port of  Central  Board,”  the  “Report  of  the 
Board  of  Jewish  Missions,”  and  the  “Re- 
port of  the  Foreign  Mission  Board,”  ac- 
companied with  the  “Field  Reports,” 
which  contain  many  interesting  details 
and  incidents  not  published  anywhere 
else.  All  these  papers  should  be  carefully 
read  to  ascertain  the  present  condition  of 
the  work  and  the  claims  that  it  has  on 
the  prayerful  support  of  the  Church.

According  to  its  published  schedule  of 
special  collections  for  the  current  year 
Synod  has  appropriated  a total  of  $75,250. 
Of  this  sum  $41,300,  or  more  than  one- 
half,  is  for  distinctively  evangelistic  pur- 


poses : 

Indian  Mission  $3,000 

Domestic  Mission  10.000 

Jewish  Mission 3,300 

Southern  Mission  4,000 

Syrian  Mission  15,000 

Mission  in  China 6,000 


This  amount,  almost  equally  divided 
between  the  home  and  foreign  work,  is  so 
small  that  probably  the  collections  will 
show  that  the  people  believe  that  the  time 
has  come  to  double  their  contributions  to 
these  missionary  enterprises.  There  is  no 
reason  why  the  Covenanter  Church  should 
not  stand  at  the  head  of  all  Christian  de- 
nominations in  seeking  the  evangelization 
of  the  world. 

In  this  connection  attention  is  again 
called  to  the  three  rings  that  the  late  Miss 
Jennie  B.  Torrence  entrusted  to  the  Cor- 


responding Secretary  of  the  Foreign 
Board,  to  be  sold  for  the  benefit  of  the 
Mission  in  China.  Notwithstanding  the 


intrinsic  value  of  these  rings,  and  their 
added  value  in  her  estimation  as  the  gifts 
of  beloved  friends  in  the  home  land,  she 
cheerfully  devoted  them  to  the  same  Lord 
to  Whom  she  had  previously  presented 
her  whole  being  as  a living  sacrifice.  There 
must  be  many  in  the  Church  who  will 
desire  to  make  a contribution  to  the  work 
with  which  she  was  identified,  and  thus 
secure  one  of  these  rings  as  the  tangible 
evidence  of  a fully  surrendered  life.  All

The  story  of  Miss  Jennie  B.  Torrence’s 
consecration  should,  as  it  seems  to  us,  lead 
other  young  women  in  the  Church  to  give 
themselves  to  foreign  missionary  work. 
The  school  that  she  was  ready  to  open  at 
Tak  Hing  Chau  is  calling  for  a teacher, 
and  two  others  are  needed  in  the  Syrian 
field  to  fill  the  vacancy  created  by  the 
death  of  Miss  Cunningham  and  to  assist 
Miss  Wylie  in  the  school  work  that  she 
has  so  faithfully  and  successfully  con- 
ducted in  Latakia  for  many  years. 
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At  the  regular  meeting  of  the  Board  of 
Foreign  Missions,  held  in  Xew  York, 
Tuesday,  June  26.  1906,  a letter  Avas  read 
from  Rev.  A.  J.  McFarland,  of  Kansas 
City,  Mo.,  in  which  he  offered  himself  for 
foreign  service.  His  offer  Avas  accepted 
on  the  usual  conditions,  and  arrangements 
Avill  be  made  for  his  departure  to  Syria, 
as  soon  as  he  can  leave  the  congregation  of 
which  he  has  been  the  beloved  and  de- 
voted minister  for  ten  years.  In  his  ap- 
plication, Mr.  McFarland,  wrote:  “There 
is  absolutely  nothing  in  the  situation  here 
that  Avould  not  incline  me  to  remain  ex- 
cept the  one  thought,  which  came  to  me 
Avith  overAvhelming  force  last  night  at 
prayer,  that  the  foreign  field  has  the  claim 
of  greater  need.  Others  can  and  will  take 
up  the  work  here,  and  do  it  better  than  I ; 
but  there  do  not  seem  to  be  others  fcfr  the 
needy  field  beyond  the  seas/’ 

The  action  of  the  Board  in  the  case  of 
Rev.  Samuel  Edgar,  of  La  Junta,  Colo., 
Avas  also  reconsidered,  and  he  Avas  chosen 
missionary  to  Syria,  pro  Added  that  the  way 
is  still  open  for  him  to  accept  an  appoint- 
ment to  that  field. 

This  Avill  be  cheering  news  to  the  many 
avIio  have  been  praying  the  Lord  of  the 
Harvest  to  thrust  out  laborers.  More  men, 
hoAvever,  are  needed  for  this  service,  and 
young  ministers  are  urged  to  keep  the 
claims  of  the  foreign  field  in  vieAv,  when 
laying  plans  for  their  life-Avork.  It  is 
hoped  that  there  are  some  among  the  stu- 
dents licensed  last  spring  who  are  ready 
and  willing  to  go  when  they  shall  have 
completed  their  course  in  the  Theological 
Seminary. 

The  prospect  brightens.  Since  the  fore- 
going Xote  was  written,  a letter  has  been
